Carnival and vacation photography tips Part II 

Memory loss making you crazy? 



Everyone is very pleased and 
excited when they have a 
shiny new digital camera to 
take on vacation, whether a 
gift or one they have chosen 
as a gift to themselves. Many 
terms are thrown at shoppers 
when choosing their device, 
but how much of this do they 
actually understand? 

It is to a consumer’s best 
interest to take a little time to 
understand the terms, to get 
the most bang for your buck. 
Also understand that as pix 
are saved to camera memory 
or a memory card, you are 
dealing with an aspect that 
does not have unlimited ca¬ 
pacity. You cannot just keep 
taking pictures forever. It is 
highly likely that at some cru¬ 
cial point, you will find your 
card full, with some very 
memorable moments to be 
lost. You will either have to 
do some on-the-spot dele¬ 
tions, or download the stored 
pix and save them. 

Most small, point and shoot 
digital cameras come with 
some onboard memory that 
will store pix, as well as the 
memory card. The user must 
set the camera as to where they 
want the pix to be saved. Most 
small cameras use a micro¬ 
memory card (like those used 
in cell phones) or what is basi¬ 
cally the industry standard, an 
SDHC or SXHC (not much 
different, but XC is supposed 
to write to memory faster) or 
the larger Compact Flash 
cards, though the last is rare, 
only in some models of the 
larger Single Lens Reflex 
cameras, or DSLR. When it 
comes to the size of the cam¬ 
era, consumer demand has 
made manufacturers decide 
“smaller is better,” but when it 
comes to memory and storage, 
capability does matter; the big¬ 
ger and faster, the better. 

More memory storage 
does not have to require a 
physically larger card. Other 


factors will affect 
your needs and 
price. Cards can 
cost as little $4.00 
for a 4GB 4x 
SDHC card, per¬ 
fectly suited to the 
average con¬ 
sumer, to $700 for 
a 256GB Profes¬ 
sional 600x 
SDXC card 
geared for those 
using their HD 
video mode to make theater 
grade movies. 

The technical terms 
applied to memory cards may 
leave you confused, particu¬ 
larly if you have a limited 
budget. Obviously, the 
greater the number of GB, the 
more the card will hold, but 
why are some 8GB cards 
more expensive than a 16GB 
or 32GB card? That is where 
the rating number (usually 
followed by an X) is impor¬ 
tant. The higher the rating, 
the faster images are written 
to memory. If you are taking 
low resolution, small images 
of no import, a cheap, slow 
card will serve you quite 
well. If you wish to record 
video of any decent quality, a 
faster, larger card is needed, 
particularly as videos use up 
an enormous amount of 
memory. Also, if you will be 
taking large, high resolution 
still pix, the speed with which 
they are written to the card 
will be noticeable, and if you 
plan to take many in rapid 
succession, (such as a sport¬ 
ing event, concert or carnival 
parade) a faster, high quality 
card is needed. 

Professional photogra¬ 
phers download their images 
to computer daily, and usu¬ 
ally copy them to an addi¬ 
tional storage device to be 
certain of not losing any. It is 
a good practice to clean up 
your card on a regular basis, 
even if you are not a pro. It is 


also healthier and extends the 
use of your card if you format 
it on a regular basis, which 
will delete any images. 

Setting the size and 
resolution of your images to 
fit their use will also deter¬ 
mine how many pictures you 
can take. If you plan on taking 
lots of pix during a carnival 
parade, empty your card and 
check the camera settings for 
size and resolution. (READ 


the INSTRUC¬ 
TION booklet to 
do this, each model 
camera has a par¬ 
ticular process.) If 
only planning to 
keep the image in 
your computer, 
post to your social 
media or perhaps 
e-mail to friends, a 
low resolution will 
more than suffice 
and allow you to 
take many, many more pix. If 
you want to produce quality 
prints, using the very highest 
resolution and size your cam¬ 
era allows is needed, but this 
will severely reduce the num¬ 
ber of shots you can store. Ei¬ 
ther empty out your card or 
purchase a new and larger one 
if you don’t wish to give up 
any pix. 

If you are here on va¬ 
cation and do not have a 


computer to which to down¬ 
load you shots, visit either the 
Fuji Shop on the Caya G.F. 
Betico Croes in Oranjestad or 
Checkpoint Color, which is 
around the comer. Both have 
facilities to download your 
pictures and burn them to a 
CD. Even if you have space 
at the end of your stay, you 
might want to do this to pre¬ 
serve your vacation memo¬ 
ries, as airport scanners can 
sometimes wipe a memory 
card, leaving you bereft of 
those fabulous images of 
Amba and carnival shots. 

Many of us are preoccu¬ 
pied with memory loss as we 
get older, but when it is in 
your camera, it is easily 
remedied/ You needn’t lose a 
single valuable moment or 
beautiful pciture if you set up 
our resolution properly and 
ave a card with sufficient 
capacity. Happy snapping!

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Government intent on bringing young people 
into work force 


The Government believes 
that through education we 
can enlist more young people 
into the local workforce. 
Within the context of the 
changes in our labor laws, 
Minister of Labor, Otmar 
Oduber, has indicated that 
from the study that the De¬ 
partment of Labor is to con¬ 
duct, we may be able to find 
a solution for the participa¬ 
tion of young people between 
ages 18-24 to enter the work 
force. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, Aruba has a shortage of 
employees. For this reason, 
they claim, that it is impor¬ 
tant to involve our young 
people into the work force. 
Many young people are un¬ 
able to make the connection 
to go to school and work. 
Whafs more, many young 
people are not prepared or 
ready to enter the local work 
force. 

The government considers 
it very important that young 
people between the ages of 
18 to 24 get an education or 
be re-educated so as to be 
able to join the work force. 

The DAO study hopefully 
will provide clarity on the 
number of active young peo¬ 
ple in the workforce, what 
types of jobs they are per¬ 
forming, and what educa¬ 
tional qualifications they 
have. 

However, what is most 
important, according to Min¬ 
ister Oduber, is how many 
young people are not enrolled 
in school, and are not em¬ 
ployed in the work force. The 
government wants to use ei¬ 
ther the Ensenansa Pa Em-

pleo, or other mediums to en¬ 
courage young people be¬ 
tween 18 to 24 to get into the 
work force and fulfill their 
responsibility to contribute 
positively to our economy. 

The Morning News is 
privy to information from a 
local foundation, established 
a few years ago, Fundacion 
Centro Hubenil Ami Por, 
which has as their goal ex¬ 


actly what the Minister envi¬ 
sions: getting young people 
who are not in school into a 
professional training program 
with the objective of getting 
them ready for meaningful 
jobs in our community. 

The foundation, F-CHAP 
is short of the necessary 
funds to complete their facil¬ 
ities where the training is to 
be done. They have already 
invested almost F1s.500.000 


from direct gifts and dona¬ 
tions from over 400 persons 
who wholeheartedly believe 
in the project. They have 
erected a nice two-story com¬ 
plex which will be equipped 
with classroom facilities and 
workshop areas and student 
lounge. The lack of addi¬ 
tional funds has halted the 
completion of the facilities, 
but they are hopeful that this 


year they may be able to 
complete the project and 
begin the program in 
earnest....they truly hope the 
funds will come! For more 
information on this project 
feel free to call 568-7433 or 
593-1876.

Israeli raid hit Syrian 
missiles, buildings: US 
official 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
Israeli air raid in Syria this 
week struck surface-to-air 
missiles and a nearby military 
complex on the outskirts of 
Damascus, as Israel feared the 
weapons would be transferred 
to Hezbollah, a US official 
said Friday. 

Earlier reports had sug¬ 
gested Israeli warplanes may 
have targeted two separate lo¬ 
cations in Wednesday’s raid in 
Syria: a military site outside of 
the capital and a weapons con¬ 
voy near the Lebanese border. 

But the US official said the 
strike was confined to one lo¬ 
cation. 

”It was in the suburbs of 
Damascus,” the official, who 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity, told AFP. 

’’There were surface-to-air 
missiles on vehicles” that were 
targeted by the Israel aircraft, 
he said, adding that they were 
believed to be Russian-made 


SA-17 anti-aircraft missiles. 

The planes also bombed an 
adjacent military complex of 
buildings suspected of housing 
chemical agents, the official 
said. 

The Israelis suspected the 
weapons would be transferred 
to Lebanon's Shiite Hezbollah 
group, he said. 

The Syrian regime has ac¬ 
cused Israel of launching a 
dawn strike Wednesday on a 
military research center in 
Jamraya, near Damascus, and 
threatened to retaliate. 

But the Israeli government 
has maintained a public si¬ 
lence on the strike. 

Israel has repeatedly ex¬ 
pressed concern that Syria's 
stockpile of chemical weapons 
could fall into the hands of 
Lebanon's Shiite Hezbollah 
group, which is an ally of the 
Damascus regime, or other 
militant organisations.

US takes aim at Iran and Russia 
over Syria 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - The 
United States said Iran is step¬ 
ping up its support for the Syr¬ 
ian regime and that Russia is 
still arming it, heightening fears 
on Friday that the conflict may 
spill over the country's borders. 

The assessment by Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton came as 
US Vice President Joe Biden 
prepared to discuss the crisis at 
meetings with Russian Foreign 
Minister Sergei Lavrov, Syrian 
opposition chief Moaz al- 
Khatib and UN-Arab League 
envoy Lakhdar Brahimi. 

Fresh concerns about the 22- 
month conflict drawing in the 
wider region arose after Dam¬ 
ascus threatened to retaliate 
over a reported Israeli air raid 
and key ally Iran warned the at¬ 
tack would have "grave conse¬ 
quences.” 

President Bashar al-Assad's 
regime accused Israel of send¬ 


ing its warplanes to attack a 
military research centre in Jam¬ 
raya, near Damascus, on 
Wednesday. 

Israel has so far maintained 
a stony silence, as well as over 
separate reports its aircraft had 
hit a weapons convoy near the 
Lebanese border. 

Israel has frequently warned 
that if Syria's chemical 
weapons fall into the hands of 
Lebanon's Shiite movement 
Hezbollah, Israel's arch-foe and 
close Damascus ally, this would 
be a casus belli. 

The Lebanese army, mean¬ 
while, said two soldiers were 
killed in a clash with unidenti¬ 
fied gunmen in a village near 
the border with Syria on Friday 
as the military hunted a man 
wanted for "several terrorist at¬ 
tacks”. 

After Wednesday's alleged 
air strike, Damascus affirmed 


"Syria's right to defend itself 
and its territory and sover¬ 
eignty.” 

Its ambassador to Lebanon, 
Ali Abdel Karim Ali, said Syria 
"may decide to respond by sur¬ 
prise to this aggression. 

"It is up to the competent 
powers to choose the appropri¬ 
ate answer, and to determine the 
means and the place,” Ali told 
Lebanese website Al-Ahad, 
which is close to Hezbollah. 

Damascus ally Iran was also 
strident, with Deputy Foreign 
Minister Hossein Amir Abdol- 
lahian warning that the "Zionist 
regime's attack on the outskirts 
of Damascus will have grave 
consequences for Tel Aviv,” 
ISNA news agency reported. 

Russia expressed "deep con¬ 
cern” over the reported strike, 
saying it would be a brazen in¬ 
fringement of the UN charter 
and unacceptable.

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Cubans to vote in suspense-free polls 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cubans go 
to the polls this weekend to 
choose 612 members of the na¬ 
tional assembly, one in a series 
of votes leading up to the all but 
certain re-election later this 
month of President Raul Castro. 

Polls are to open Sunday in 
balloting derided by opponents 
of the Marxist regime as a 
’’farce” and little more than a 
rubber stamp of the status quo. 

Critics note that the number 
of candidates vying for seats in 
the legislature's next five-year¬ 


long term is identical to the 
number of open seats, leaving 
little suspense about the out¬ 
come. 

Also up for grabs Sunday are 
1,269 seats in 15 provincial as¬ 
semblies. 

More than 90 percent of the 
island's eight million voters are 
expected to turn out at the polls, 
but dissidents point out that the 
outcome is a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. 

"It is a farce,” former politi¬ 
cal prisoner Oscar Espinosa 


Chepe told AFP. 

Although Cuba portrays its 
electoral system as a grass¬ 
roots democracy, there is only 
one legal party, the Communist 
Party, and no campaigning is 
allowed. 

No dissident has ever been 
allowed to run for office and no 
national lawmaker has stood up 
to the Communist leadership by 
casting a no vote. 

During last October's munic¬ 
ipal vote, in a sign of disaffec¬ 
tion with the regime despite 


recent economic reforms, gov¬ 
ernment critics urged voters to 
write a ”D” on their ballots, to 
press for a direct presidential 
vote. 

Cuba watchers also say there 
has been an increasing number 
of blank ballots cast in recent 
elections. 

Havana held a round of mu¬ 
nicipal elections in October, 
one in a series of votes ahead of 
Castro's impending coronation. 

If Castro is re-elected — and 
there is no doubt that he will be 


— it would be his second five- 
year mandate as Cuba's leader. 

While the election outcome 
is not in question, this year 
there is an element of novelty, 
with the introduction of term 
limits introduced by Castro. 

During a Communist Party 
gathering in 2011, the octoge¬ 
narian leader proposed that all 
top offices would be limited to 
two five-year terms. 

That would mean that Castro 
will have to retire in 2018, 
when he is 86.

US mulls wider birth control 
opt-out in healthcare law 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama's admin¬ 
istration on Friday proposed 
rule changes to exempt reli¬ 
gious groups more broadly 
from having to pay for their 
employees' contraceptive care 
under his health care reform. 

"The proposed rules provide 
women with coverage for pre¬ 
ventive care that includes con¬ 
traceptive services with no 
co-pays, while also respecting 
the concerns of some religious 
organizations," said Kathleen 
Sebelius, head of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services. 

The proposed changes are 
open for a period of public 
comment until April 8, 2013, 
after which time HHS will de¬ 
termine whether or not to 
adopt them. 

President Barack Obama 


signed his healthcare 
reform plan — the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act — 
into law in March 
2010. Some of its pro¬ 
visions have already 
gone into effect, while 
others are being 
phased in over the 
coming years. 

Many churches and 
faith-based organiza¬ 
tions opposed provi¬ 
sions in the law requiring that 
they provide birth control cov¬ 
erage to their employees, cit¬ 
ing religious objections. 

The administration now is 
proposing that non-profit reli¬ 
gious organizations, including 
religious hospitals and reli¬ 
gious colleges would also re¬ 
ceive an "accommodation" 
whereby their female workers 
would get third party contra¬ 
ception coverage not paid for 
by their employers. 

"Eligible organizations 
would not have to contract, 
arrange, pay or refer for any 
contraceptive coverage to 
which they object on religious 
grounds," the government 
statement said. 

Some religious groups 
hailed the proposed policy 
change as a victory. 


"The Catholic Church... 
won today by maintaining a 
recognition that issues of 
morality and personal choice 
must be respected," the group 
Catholics United said in a 
statement. 

The United States Confer¬ 
ence of Catholic Bishops, 
meanwhile, adopted a more 
cautious tone. 

"We welcome the opportu¬ 
nity to study the proposed reg¬ 
ulations closely," the group 
said in a press release. "We 
look forward to issuing a more 
detailed statement later." 

Under the original rule, a re¬ 
ligious employer could not 
have qualified for the exemp¬ 
tion if it employed or served a 
large number of people of a 
different faith, as is the case 
for many Catholic universities, 
hospitals and charities. 

Despite the cautious opti¬ 
mism expressed by some reli¬ 
gious groups, others 
complained that moves broad¬ 
ening the rules governing the 
healthcare law's contraception 
provisions did not go far 
enough. 

"Once again, President 
Obama's so-called 'compro¬ 
mise' is unacceptable. Reli¬ 
gious and moral freedom is 
not up for negotiation," said 
Marjorie Dannenfelser of the 
Susan B. Anthony List, a non¬ 
profit which aims to get anti¬ 
abortion candidates elected to 
the US Congress. 

"There must be no religious 
'test' by the government as to 
who, and what type of entities, 
are entitled to a conscience," 
she said. 

"We demand respect for 
non-religious entities," such as 
her own group, which Dan¬ 
nenfelser said believes that 
"the taking of human life is the 
antithesis of health care." 


GENEVA (AFP) - Less than 
half of all countries in the 
world have functioning plans 
to prevent cancer and provide 
treatment and care to cancer 
patients, the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation lamented. 

Yet the UN's health body 
said it had recently conducted 
a survey of 185 countries re¬ 
vealing that less than half of 
them, and only 17 percent of 
countries in Africa, had suffi¬ 
ciently funded cancer control 
plans. 

This is a major concern in 
a world where each year al¬ 
most 13 million new cancer 
cases are diagnosed and some 


7.6 million people die of can¬ 
cer — a number the WHO 
warned in 2010 could double 
to more than 13 million by 
2030. 

The shortage of functioning 
cancer control plans is espe¬ 
cially alarming in developing 
countries, since they already 
account for more than two- 
thirds of the new cancer cases 
and deaths each year. 

And things are only ex¬ 
pected to get worse as popu¬ 
lations age and increasingly 
feel the impact of exposure to 
major risk factors like to¬ 
bacco, certain chemicals and 
infections.

Mexico releases 100,000 
endangered sea turtles 


LOSCABOS (AFP)-AMexi¬ 
can conservation group released 
more than 100,000 sea turtles 
into the ocean in an effort to 
save a species threatened by egg 
poachers and fishing nets. 

The olive ridley sea turtles, 
known as "golfina" in Spanish, 
were released off the beaches of 
Mexico’s Baja California penin¬ 
sula on the Pacific coast.. 

Some 1,300 egg nests were 
also protected last year, 320 
more than in 2011. Almost 


70,000 golfmas were released 
off Baj a California in 2011. 

The olive ridley is a small sea 
turtle that can measure 71 cen¬ 
timeters (2.3 feet) and weigh up 
to 45 kilograms (100 pounds). It 
is one of six species of sea tur¬ 
tles living in Mexico.The gol- 
fina population dropped from 
an estimated 89,000 in the 
1940s to fewer than than 8,000 
in the 1980s, when conservation 
efforts were launched in Mex¬ 
ico and Honduras. 



MOSCOW (AFP) - A Russian rocket carrying a US 
telecommunications satellite plunged into the Pacific 
Ocean on Friday only moments after being launched 
from a mobile sea platform in Moscow's latest space fail¬ 
ure. The rocket may have veered off course from the mo¬ 
ment of take-off because of heavy waves battering the 
former northern seas oil platform, initial reports said. 
The lntelsat-27's loss means the giant Boeing aerospace 
corporation would for now be unable to fit the final piece 
of a constellation mean to provide TV feeds across Eu¬ 
rope and the United States. Officials said no one was 
hurt on the huge Odyssey platform that was once sta¬ 
tioned off the oil-rich coast of Norway before being 
tugged to the Pacific by an international consortium 
called Sea Launch. Energia chief Vitaly Lopota said the 
Russian rocket's engine appeared to fail less than a 
minute after the evening take-off but the reason was still 
unknown reason.

Google reaches deal 
with French news 
websites 


PARIS (AFP) - Google and 
France signed an agreement 
Friday resolving a dispute with 
French news websites that sees 
the US Internet search giant 
setting up a 60 million euro 
fund to help old media adapt to 
the digital age. 

"France is proud to have 
reached this agreement with 
Google, the first of its kind in 
the world," the French presi¬ 
dent’s office said on Twitter 
after Francois Hollande and 
Google chief Eric Schmidt 
signed the accord. 

Google will set up a 60 mil¬ 
lion euro ($82 mn) fund to help 
French media develop online 
projects, the French president's 
office said. 

The president's office said 
the fund "will help the news 
press transition to the digital 
world." 

Schmidt said on his Google 
blog: "A healthy news industry 
is important for Google and 
our partners, and it is essential 
to a free society." 

The deal follows two 
months of mediation with 
French news websites, who 


were unhappy they were get¬ 
ting none of the advertising 
revenue Google earned from 
sending search clients to their 
news content. 

The news websites had 
wanted Google to share rev¬ 
enue earned from linking to 
their content, but the Califor¬ 
nia-based search engine had 
said the practice would 
"threaten (Google's) very exis¬ 
tence". 

While French news websites 
won't tap into Google's adver¬ 
tising revenue stream, the sec¬ 
ond part of the agreement will 
see the US company help them 
generate their own. 

Schmidt said "Google will 
deepen our partnership with 
French publishers to help in¬ 
crease their online revenues 
using our advertising technol¬ 
ogy." 

If no settlement had been 
reached the French govern¬ 
ment had threatened to intro¬ 
duce legislation, while Google 
warned it could retaliate by no 
longer indexing content from 
French news websites.

NEW YORK (AFP) - US oil 
giant ExxonMobil Friday re¬ 
ported higher fourth-quarter 
profits on better results in its 
refining and chemical divi¬ 
sions, which offset a drop in 
oil and gas production.

IMF censures 
Argentina over 
poor economic 
data 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The International Mone¬ 
tary Fund censured Ar¬ 
gentina on Friday for 
failing to supply accurate 
economic data, the first 
time the global crisis 
lender has taken such an 
action against a member. 

The IMF Executive 
Board found that Ar¬ 
gentina's efforts to meet 
its demands for better 
GDP and inflation data 
have "not been suffi¬ 
cient. As a result, the 
Fund has issued a decla¬ 
ration of censure against 
Argentina." 

The censure decision 
opened the way to Ar¬ 
gentina possibly losing 
its voting rights at the 
IMF, or even lose it mem¬ 
bership. 
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pany said net income for the 
fourth quarter came in at a 
$9.95 billion, up 6 percent 
from the year-earlier period of 
$9.4 billion. 

Exxon's annual 2012 profit 
came in at $44.9 billion, up 9.3 
percent from last year, and the 
company's highest profit since 
2008. 

But the results underscored 
anew the challenge the oil 
giant faces growing its oil out¬ 
put. 

Exxon currently pumps 
about 4.3 million barrels a day 
of oil-equivalent. If the com¬ 
pany were in OPEC, it would 
be the cartel's second biggest 
producer after Saudi Arabia. 


But Exxon reported a five 
percent decline in production 
compared with the year-earlier 
quarter. The company cited ac¬ 
counting effects and some un¬ 
expected maintenance as a 
factor. 

Profits from its refining and 
marketing division came in at 
$1.8 billion, more than four 
times the previous year's level. 
Chemical sector earnings of 
$958 billion were up 76.4 per¬ 
cent. 

Exxon's 2012 capital spend¬ 
ing came in at $39.8 billion, up 
8.2 percent from the 2011 
level. Rosenthal said about $3 
billion of this sum went to 
2012 acquisitions.

NFL: Brother bragging rights on line 
in Super Bowl 



NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - 
The most hyped coaching 
matchup in Super Bowl his¬ 
tory will pit two brothers 
against each other on Sunday. 

Baltimore Ravens head 
coach John Harbaugh (R) will 
be facing his younger brother 
Jim (L), who coaches the San 
Francisco 49ers, in a subplot to 
the National Football League 



championship game that 
turned into a media frenzy on 
Friday. 

The opposing coaches held 
a joint news conference at the 
end of the week for the first 
time ever in a Super Bowl 
where John downplayed the 
brothers’ roles in Sunday’s 
landmark contest, saying the 
focus should really be on the 
players. 

”It is going to be the guys 
out there on the field whose 
faces are marred in blood, 
sweat and dust,” said John, 
who is 15 months older. 
’’Those will be the guys who 
will determine the outcome of 
this game.” 

Friday’s news conference 
was a spectacle in itself. 

About 400 media squeezed 
into the Conference room B at 
the New Orleans Convention 
Center, along with members of 
the Harbaugh extended family, 
including their parents, uncle 
and 97-year-old grandfather, 
Joe Cipiti. 

Jim, who sat down first on 
the podium, wore a 49ers 
sweatshirt and a cap while 
John wore a dark suit and tie 
and gave the opening state¬ 
ment. In between them was the 
Vince Lombardi Trophy. 


”We are fiercely loyal,” 
John said on Friday. ’’There 
is no doubt. We always 
have been. That's definitely 
not ever going to change. 
We will continue to be 
loyal and protective of one 
another but also of our 
teams. 

"The band of brothers 
will be the brothers on the 
sideline. It will be Ravens 
sideline and it will be the 
49ers sideline. That will be 
the band of brothers in this 
competition.” 

John did most of the talk¬ 
ing Friday while Jim took a 
while to warm up. That is 
until it was time to speak 
about their mother, Jackie. 
While their father, Jack, a 
former football coach, helped 
instill in them their leadership 
skills and was the motivator, 
Jim said it was their mother 
that really gave them their 
competitive edge. 

"Nobody in the family has 
more competitive fire than my 
mother,” Jim said. "She com¬ 
petes like a maniac. 

"She was with us every day. 
Dad worked a lot. She played 
catch with us and shot baskets 
with us. She always believed 
in us.” 

Said John, "She was not 
happy when we built a hockey 
goal with chicken wire when 
we were 13-years-old and we 
shot all the windows out on the 
garage door. She called dad in 
on that one.” 

John is more measured on 
the field and in the locker 
room with the players while 
Jim is the emotional one. Jim 
tends to be tight-lipped in front 
of the microphone while John, 
who once considered going 
into law, seems at ease in front 
of the cameras. 

Their family understands 
better than most the conflicting 
emotions that comes with the 
first brother versus brother 


coaching matchup in Super 
Bowl history. 

"They are both very respect¬ 
ful of each other,” said their 
uncle Bob Cipiti Friday. "But 
growing up it didn't matter 
whether they were playing 
hockey, football or baseball. 
Anything they did they were 
very competitive. 

"Jim is the more competitive 
of the two. John is very com¬ 
petitive too. He's a little more 
quiet about it.” 

Bob Cipiti said he's looking 
forward to Sunday's game but 
not looking forward to seeing 
the face of the loser.

The National Restaurant As¬ 
sociation estimates 48 million 
Americans will either take out 
or call in food for Sunday's big 
game, with 63 percent naming 
chicken wings as their "must- 
have” finger food. 

Chicken wings are so popu¬ 
lar among Americans that they 
typically cost more in US su¬ 
permarkets than they do in Eu¬ 
rope, despite being less meaty 
than chicken legs — also 
known as "drumsticks” — or 
breasts.

NFL: Willis primed to take torch from Lewis 



NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - Six¬ 
time Pro Bowler Patrick Willis 
says he welcomes the chance to 
take on the role as the NFL's 
premier linebacker, which will 
be left vacant by the retirement 
of Ray Lewis. 

”1 have always tried to play 
with the kind of passion I’ve 
seen Ray Lewis play with," the 
San Francisco 49ers star Willis 
said. "I can only hope that 
when people see me play they 
go, 'Wow. That's a bad dude.'" 

With his play the last few 
seasons, Willis has seemed like 
the logical successor to Balti¬ 
more Ravens veteran line¬ 
backer Lewis, who is retiring 
after 17 seasons. 

But first, the two will face 
each other in Super Bowl 47 on 
Sunday at the Superdome in 
New Orleans. 

The 2 8-year-old Willis has 
made five All-Pro teams, just 
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two less than Lewis. And like 
Lewis, Willis wears No. 52 and 
chooses to refer to his idol as 
"Mufasa," while Lewis calls 
him "Young Lion." 

"He's the closest thing to

Asked how hard it will be to 
face his brother, John said: "It 
is probably a little tougher 
emotionally. I don't think 
about it when you're coaching 
against somebody else.

Willis quickly made a name 
for himself on some sub-par 
San Francisco teams after being 
taken with the 11th overall pick 
in the 2007 draft. 

The 49ers won just 26 
games in Willis's first four sea¬ 
sons before Jim Harbaugh 
came in as head coach and re¬ 
versed their fortunes. 

"There were times in my 
first four years there was no 
question in my mind, this is the 
year, we're going to make these 
playoffs, we're going to make a 
run," said Willis, who had 120 
tackles this regular season. 

"I always thought if we 
could just get in these playoffs 


we have a team that could make 
a run, we just couldn't get over 
that hump." 

Willis has reserved a portion 
of his 15 Super Bowl tickets for 
a Tennessee family that helped 
raise him. 

Willis's mother walked out 
on the family and his father was 
a drug addict, so Chris and Julie 
Finley took Willis and his three 
younger siblings into their 
home to live with them as 
Patrick was entering his final 
year of high school. 

"Growing up, I always loved 
the story of Cinderella. That's 
how I felt about my life some¬ 
times," Willis said. 

"I will forever be grateful for 
what they did for us."

NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - 
Super Bowl 47 will be the first 
to feature sibling coaches but 
come Sunday the spotlight 
will be shining on Baltimore's 
rock-solid defence or San 
Francisco's explosive offence. 

The National Football 
Feague's championship spec¬ 
tacular is a classic matchup of 
the Ray Fewis-led Ravens de¬ 
fence and the San Francisco 
air and running attack keyed 
by versatile second-year quar¬ 
terback Colin Kaepemick. 

"The guys want the game to 
come so quickly," said veteran 
linebacker Fewis. "We just 
have to taper back all of our 
energies, all of our emotions ... 
and just enjoy the ride at the 
same time." 

It is the first time two broth¬ 
ers — John Harbaugh of the 
Ravens and Jim Harbaugh of 
the 49ers — have coached 
against each other in an NFF 
title game. 

The first Super Bowl in 
New Orleans since Hurricane 
Katrina in 2005 — the 10th in 
the Big Easy overall — will 
also mark Fewis' last hurrah 
after a 17-year career. 

The Ravens look like this 
year's team of destiny, but San 
Francisco have history on their 
side with a perfect 5-0 Super 
Bowl record. 

Fewis, who will retire after 
Sunday's game, will lead the 
way for his Ravens at the Su¬ 
perdome stadium, just blocks 
from New Orleans' famed 
Bourbon Street. 


The 49ers are returning to 
the Super Bowl for the first 
time in 18 years to face a 
Ravens team aiming to add a 
second title to the one they 
captured in 2001. 

"It is crazy man," said 49ers 
linebacker Patrick Willis. "I've 
never been a super-emotional 
guy when it comes to making 
a play or winning a game. But 
right now we are here at the 
Super Bowl. 

"I really don't think it is 
going to hit me until the night 
before. I think that is when my 
nerves start moving and it is 
hard to sleep. I'm like 'OK, it's 
coming."’ 

Willis' NFC champion 
49ers weren't ready for prime 
time last year, missing out on 
a Super Bowl berth with a loss 
to the New York Giants in the 
conference championship 
game. But they are now and 
won't want to slip up after 
winning all five Super Bowls 
they have contested in 1982, 
1985, 1989,1990 and 1995. 

The Ravens won their only 
previous Super Bowl, by rout¬ 
ing the Giants 34-7. 

Both the 49ers and the 
Ravens have had to weather 
adversity this season. 

The difficulties didn't let up 
this week either with the 49ers 
having to quell controversy 
caused by anti-gay remarks 
from their cornerback Chris 
Culliver and Fewis having to 
defend himself against a re¬ 
port that linked him to a deer 
antler spray that contains a
